fent to His Majsſty their Humble” Addreſs tonching the Eaſt- India 
n_ , and that His Majeſty was pleaſed to Exprefs himſelf ro

That .it was a matter of very great Importance to the Trade of 
this Kingdom , and that it could not be expetted that he ſhould 
give a preſent Anſwer to it , but that He would take time to 


conſider of t , and in a ſhort time give them His Poſitive An= 
ſwer. | 


Upon which fome Time after, the Company having firſt agreed 
to ſubmit to ſuch Regulations as ſhould be made, and Declared their 
Submiſſion in Writing, The Right Honourable the Lords of the Com: 
mittee of His Majeſties moſt Hononrable Privy Council, to whom 
that matter was Referred, agreed on theſe following Propoſitions

Subſcriptions : The Dares likewiſe ( it is ſaid) made a Law not 
long ſince, That ſuch as would not Add a certain Proportion to 
their Stock already Wrote, ſhould Forfeit their Stock ; which was 
a Conſtraint on the other hand , and as erroneous as that in the 
aforeſaid Propoſition.
